Noe 1 = Appears adapted to a climate like northern Iowa, The flint 
kernels are of a type that came originally from the Caribbean areas 


No. 2 = Appears adapted to a climate like northern Iowa, The flint 
kermels are of a type that came originally from the Caribbean area. 


No. 3 = Appears adapted to a climate like Minnesota or the Dakotas. The 
flints are of a type that came originally from the northern U. 5. Ao 


Noo = Appears adapted to a climate like Minnesota or the Dakotas or 
possibly northern Iowa. The sample seems to have been grown 
under more favorable conditions than the other maize samples 
examined, The protein content is lowerthan the other maize 
samples, reflecting lower nitrogen content in the soil. 


Noo 5 = Appears adapted to a climate like northern Iowas 
No. 6 ~ Could have been grown in the Ukraine, The kernels are plump, 
indicating growth under favorable conditions, There is evidence
